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A month ago Congress was call­ 
ed in special session to meet an 
emergency. 
That emergency was 
brought about by the 
advent 
of 
war in Europe, for on our statute 
books was a law that was equival­ 
ent to a fleet of battle ships for the 
particular belligerent most Amer­ 
icans distinctly did not want 
to 
favor and to 
the 
corresponding 
disadvantage 
of 
the 
European 
Democracies that are fighting Hit­ 
lerism 
Incidentally, one 
provision 
of 
that law directly 
promotes 
the 
transfer of American manufactur­ 
ing plants to 
foreign 
countries, 
which means less business 
and 
more unemployment in the United 
States. 
To make it more specific, 
the law permits the sale and ship­ 
ment of materials and parts that 
go to the make-up of war-planes 
and battle tanks, while forbidding 
th e traffic in the completed arti­ 
cles. 
The natural result of this is to 
build up in Canada, for example, 
assemblying plants, and processing 
plants, to produce the 
tens 
of 
thousands of war machines 
Eng­ 
land and France require. 
With a 
ot of money invested 
in 
these 
enterprises—most of it 
will 
be 
American money—who is 
there 
so ‘-impie as to believe that when 
w ar has passed into history these 
w ill be dismantled and the busi­ 
ness will be restored to our 
own 
country? 
Moreover an im portant 
part oi our defense program is to 
develop our own plants so 
that 
they would be in shape to produce 
ii our turn ever came to need 
the tanks and planes. 
The 
commercial 
implications 
are. of course, secondary to the 
chief object of all our 
neutrality 
moves—which i> to keep us out of 
war. 


REAL NEUTRALITY 


Some of those who are fighting 
against the repeal of the embargo 
insist that the change would 
so 
incense the European dictatorships 
as to enhance rather than diminish 
our chances of involvement. That 
comes pretty near to saying that 
England and France would pat­ 
iently endure the hardship put on 
them, while 
the 
other 
fellows 
would get mad if we shifted to a 
system which would enable 
any 
country to buy in the 
American 
market what they can pay for and 
take away. 


The repeal act carries with i t ; 
the provision that the 
purchaser, 
takes all the risks. The goods be- i 
long to him when, and not until, j 
he pays for them. 
No American 1 
vessel is permitted to take on that 
cargo. 
If a submarine sinks the 
ship or a raider gets it—it is none 
of our concern financially, so it is 
figured no “incident” 
could 
be 
provoked that would bring us into 
conflict with the power that cap­ 
tured or destroyed it. 
The proponents of the repeal in­ 
sist that this will be real neutral­ 
ity while the old law is anything 
but neutral for it undertakes to 
supply by embargo Germ any’s lack 
of a big navy. 
At any rate, it is the business of 
Congress to decide between the 
conflicting schools of thought. 
For a solid month, however, we 
have had to listen to a repetition 
of the arguments that were 
ex- 
hausted in the first fewf days of th e ' 
debate and at this 
writing 
th e' 
specehes are still dragging their 
weary length. Every possible point 
on both sides has been 
covered 
and recovered endlessly. 
Under the constitution of 
this 
republic, the majority in Congress 
decides such questions, and 
the 
m ajority has decided this question 
but has been unable to register its 
decision because of the rule of un­ 
limited debate in the Senate. 


EXPENSIVE FILIBUSTERING 
Under our governmental rules, 
there is no such thing as a "rung 
jury” in our National Legislature. 
Even in the event of a tie vote the 
presiding officer casts the decid­ 
ing ballot. 
But in this case there 
is a definite attem pt to create a 
‘‘hung jury," even though the op­ 
ponents of repeal indignantly deny! 
that they are conducting a fili- 
buster. 
Their hope is, of course, 
to tire out the m ajority—to pre­ 
vent a decision until a worn-out 
Congress 
consents 
to 
adjourn 
without action, even though it is 
coding the taxpa>ers some thou­ 
sands every day the futile speech- 
making continues. 
The motives of the obstruction­ 
ists are 
various. 
There 
is 
no 
questioning the sincerity of some 
of them who really feel that re­ 
moval of the embargo would be a 
; disservice to the 
country. 
The 
! bulk of the Republican Senators- 
, by no means all of them—oppose 
the new measure because they re ­ 
gard it as to the 
advantage 
of 
, their party to fight anything Presi- 
j dent Roosevelt is for. 
There is nothing new 
in 
the 
! situation. 
Rarely is the 
Senate 
; unanimous. 
Honest differences of 
1 opinion or partizan expediency are 
I alike 
ordinary 
phenomena 
on 
Capitol Hill, but the Congression- 
j al wheels continue to grind out 
legislation—and doubtless in time 
they will function as usual. 
It is not even worth while to 
be impatient at the filibuster. It 
is annoying, of course, expensive 
and wasteful, but after all it is 
something to live in 
a 
country 
where a 
filibuster 
is 
possible. 
There are no filibusters in Hitler- 
land.

I have a warm regard for those of you who go to business and then 
hurry home night after night just because you would rather get dinner for 
yourselves or your families than to cat out, for I am a businesswoman 
myself and know full well the precious relaxation and pleasure of dining 
at home. 


But not alone to businesswomen housekeepers do 1 wish to pay my 
respects. Those of you whose main business is the management of your 
home have your noblems, too—just as difficult and demanding, though 
in a different way, as are those of the businesswoman. Not the least of 
these, especially if you have no maid, is so to plan the evening meal that 
you occasionally have a free afternoon to yourself—an afternoon for 
shopping, for church or club work, perhaps a whole afternoon with your 
children. For certain it is that you will get little good out of your “time 
off” if the preparation of a complicated dinner stares you in the face as 
soon as you get back home.

With these 
lists, it is surprising how much of the week’s market­ 
ing can be done on Saturday, and how little is left to do during the week. 


My second golden rule is to keep your dinners simple and quick to 
prepare. A roast, for example, is better for a week-end dinner because of 
the time it takes to cook. The same is true of a stew, unless you have time 
to cook it the night before. 


In planning these hurry-up dinners the butcher helps you out tremen­ 
dously with his chops, minute steaks, ha ill burg, frankfurters, bacon, 
sausages, oysters, kidneys, dried beef, sliced ham, ready-to-serve meats, 
finnan haddie and fresh fish—all quickly cooked and suited to almost any 
sized family. And don’t neglect to make all the use your budget permits 
of the delicious ready-to-entables at your grocer’s—canned fruit juices, 
soups, fish, corned beef hash, codfish cakes, b rf stew, spaghetti, tongue, 
chicken, ham and the like. And as for canned I nkctl beans ard brown bread, 
well I’ve known New Englanders who were i used of faonu ‘Sickness by such 
a m< a!. 


Mow for my third golden rule! Keep a well slocked a. • irtmcnt of 
ready-to-use products on your pantry sht.v< , Then no nv'tt.r how hard 
pressed you are for time, you’ll find quick-dinntr ideas aim st jumping 
down at you from the shelve-. Be sure to select cans and packages of the 
size that best suits your family’s needs, for fortunately many of these 
ready-to-use foods come in large and small sizes-—small enough for one 
or two. 


My fourth golden rule has to do with the actual serving of these time 
—and worry-saving meals. If you are fortunate enough to have a tea- 
wagon, let it save you steps and frequent jumpings-up.

I have a warm regard for those of you who go to business and then 
hurry home night after night just because you would rnther get dinner for 
your.'flves or your families than to eat out, for I am a businesswoman 
myself and know full well the precious relaxation and pleasure of dining 
at home.

First, plan your dinners well ahead, doing all the 
marketing that you can well in advance. Here is the 
way this works «ut for me. I plan the seven dinners 
for the following week on Friday night, or at least 
before I .o to market on Saturday. With the menus 
completed. I make a list of all the staples, canned and 
packaged goods, eggs, butter, etc., which can be bought 
on Saturday for the week. Then I make daily lists of 
the meats, fruits and vegetables which I feel should be 
bought on the day I am going to use them. With these 
lists, it is surprising how much of the week's market- 
ing can be done on Saturday, and how little is left to do during the week. 


My second golden rule is to keep your dinners simple and quick to 
prepare. A roast, for example, is better tor a week-end dinner because of 
the time it takes to cook. The same is true of a stew, unless you have time 
to cook it the night before. 


In planning these hurry-up dinners the butcher helps you out tremen­ 
dously with his chops, minute steaks, hmr.burg, frankfurters, bacon, 
sausages, oysters, ki«ineys, dried b e e f , sliced ham, ready-to-serve meats, 
finnan haddie and fresh fi«!)—all quickly cooked and suite«! to almost any 
sized family. And don’t neglect to make all the use your budget permits 
of the delicious ready-to-eatables at your grocer’?- canned fruit juices, 
soups, fish, cornet! beef hash, codfish cakes b< rf stew, spaghetti, tongue, 
chick» n, ham and the like. And as for canned 1 deed b uns a- d brown bread, 
well I've known New Englanders who were cu ed of hor.iesckncss by such 
a m< nl. 


Now for my third goltien rule! Kicp a well stocked a. • n-tment of 
ready-to-use products on your pantry shiive . Then r.o mattir how hard 
pr« .- ai you are for time, you’ll find quick-dinner ideas almost jumning 
down at you from the shelves. Be sure to select cans and packages of the 
siz,- that best suits your family’s neciis, for fortunately many of these 
ready-to-use foods come in large and small sizes—small enough for one 
or two. 


My fourth golden rule has to do with the actual serving of these time 
—and worry-saving meals. If you are fortunate enough to have a tea- 
wagon, let it save you steps and frequent jumpings-up. Arrange dinner, 
even to the dessert, on its shelves, and use it to serve from, place«! conveni­ 
ently at your left at the table. When dinner is over, the table can be quickly 
cleared onto the tea wagon and all wheeled out into the kitchen. Always 
remember that a spotless cloth (or mats, wnich I find much easier to 
launder), a few posies, or just a gay bowl of fruit for the centerpiece, and 
candles shedding their warm gleam, make even the humblest dinner a 
feast, provided it is well cooked. 


And now my fifth and last golden rule! Never fail to smooth your 
hair and your feelings, and to powder your nose, before you announce 
dinner. Ther. you can greet your family and guests with a smile that isn’t 
just put on. Make them feel it is your pleasure to serve them, and you will 
give them something dear to cherish.
